(Pub.  L.  90-448)),  42  U.S.C.  4001-4128, 
and  24  CFR  1917.4(a). 

These  elevations  together  with  the 
flood  plain  management  measures  re¬ 
quired  by  Section  1910.3  of  the  program 
regulations  are  the  minimum  that  are 
required.  They  should  not  be  construed 
to  mean  the  community  must  change 
any  existing  ordinances  that  are  more 
stringent  in  their  flood  plain  manage¬ 
ment  requirements.  The  community  may 
at  any  time  enact  stricter  requirements 
on  its  own.  or  pursuant  to  policies  estab¬ 
lished  by  other  Federal,  State,  or  region¬ 
al  entities.  These  proposed  elevations 
will  also  be  used  to  calculate  the  appro¬ 
priate  flood  insurance  premium  rates 
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for  new  buildings  and  their  contents  and 
for  the  second  layer  of  insurance  on  ex¬ 
isting  buildings  and  their  contents.
